The bonds of 1857 and 1860, as above shown, never have been offered for redemption
and are presumed to have been lost.

An amount of State Funded Debt Bonds of 1873, viz: $1,526,500.00, is held by the State
Treasurer in trust for the State School Fund, and is therefore in the nature of a loan of
the State due one of its own funds.

The State of California in 1893 issued bonds to the amount of $600,000.00 for the pur-
pose of erecting a general ferry and passenger depot on the water frontin San Francisco.
This amount is in the nature of a loan to the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, San
Francisco, and is to be repaid the State out of collections by said board from water front
receipts. The State has purchased $200,000.00 worth of these bonds up to date, and is
holding them for the benefit of the School Fund.

An amount of State Funded Debt Bonds of 1873, viz: $751,000.00, is also held by the
State Treasurer for the benefit of its University Fund. .
